To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Little  Lever  Urban  District  Counoil; 


I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  for  your  approval,  my  report  as 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  on  the  health  and  sanitary  conditions  of 
Little  Lever  during  the  year  ended  December  31st,  1952. 


Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area 


The  area  of  the  township  is  808  acres.  The  estimated  population 
is  4,755?  compared  with  4?791  in  the  1951  census.  There  are  1,630 
inhabited  houses  in  the  district  as  compared  with  1,601  in  1951*  This 
gives  a  rate  of  approximately  three  persons  per  house.  The  rateable 
value  of  the  district  is  £22,914,  and  the  sum  raised  by  a  penny  rate 
is  approximately  £85. 

Social  conditions  are  fairly  good,  and  unemployment  is  very  slight 
in  extent.  The  district  is  mainly  industrial  in  character,  the  chief 
industries  being  cotton  weaving,  paper  making,  ebonite  and  plastics 
manufacturing,  chemical  manufacturing,  and  dairy  farming. 


Births 


The  number  of  live  births  registered  in  1952  was  64,  as  against 
73  in  1951*  This  figure  is  made  up  of  31  males  and  33  females.  There 
were  two  illegitimate  births,  both  of  which  were  females.  The  birth¬ 
rate  is  13.6  per  1,000  of  population,  as  against  15. 7  in  1951  and  a 
mean  rate  of  15.8  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  birth-rate  for 
England  and  Wales  in  1952  was  15*3. 

Still  Births 


There  was  one  still  birth  in  1952,  this  being  a  male.  This  gives 
a  rate  of  15  per  1,000  of  total  births,  compared  with  a  rate  of  14  in 
1951,  and  a  mean  rate  of  31  for  the  previous  five  years. 


Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  in  1952  was  65.  This  number 
comprises  31  males  and  34  females.  This  is  a  decrease  of  10  on  the 
figure  for  1951*  The  death-rate  for  1952  is  14.1  per  1,000  of  popula¬ 
tion,  as  against  16.4  for  1951  and  a  mean  rate  of  15.9  for  the  previous 
five  years.  The  death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1952  wa,s  11.3* 

The  average  age  at  death  wa3  68  years  for  males,  and  71  years  for 
females. 

Infantile  Mortal  ilL 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  the  age  of  ono  year,  in 
1952,  was  two.  Both  were  males,  and  the  figure  is  the  same  as  in  1951* 
This  is  equal  to  a  rate  of  31  per  3,000  of  live  births,  as  against  27 
for  1951,  and  a  mean  rate  of  44  for  the  previous  five  years.  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1952  was  27.6. 
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Maternal  Mortality 

Once  again  there  were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1952,  thus  giving  a 
Nil  rate  per  1,000  of  total  births,  the  same  as  in  1951,  and  a  mean 
rate  of  Nil  for  the  previous  five  years.  The  Maternal  Mortality  Rate 
for  England  and  Wales  in  1952  was  0.09  per  1,000  of  total  births. 


Midwifery  Services 

There  are  no  resident  midwives  in  the  district,  but  there  are  three 
midwives  on  the  list  of  midwives  engaged  by  the  County  Council.  These 
three  are  resident  in  Farnworth,  and  are  available  for  the  Little  Lever 
area.  All  three  are  easily  accessible,  as  they  are  on  the  telephone 
and  have  cars.  The  service  provided  by  the  midwives  has  been  very 
efficient  and  has  given  cause  for  no  complaints. 

Quite  a  number  of  cases  go  to  the  Bolton  District  General  Hospital, 
and  to  other  Maternity  Homes  outside  the  district,  but  many  confinements 
took  place  in  the  homes  of  the  patients.

At  the  end  of  1952,  the  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis 
Register  was  25,  comprising  19  Respiratory  oases  and  6  Non-Respiratory 

cases. 

The  Death-Rate  from  Tuberculosis  of  the  Respiratory  System  in 
1952  was  Nil  per  1,000  of  population,  as  against  a  rate  of  O.64  in 
1951,  and  a  mean  rate  of  0.41  for  the  previous  five  years. 

The  Death-Rate  from  Tuberculosis  for  England  and  T7ales  in  1952 
was  0.24  per  1,000  of  population.

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum 

As  in  1951,  no  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  in  195^-* 
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There  is  one  District  Nurse  resident  in  the  district.  As  in 
previous  years,  she  has  given  unselfish  and  devoted  service  to  the 
community,  and  has  "been  at  all  times  ready  and  willing  to  give  her 
professional  skill  and  help  to  those  in  need  of  her  services. 


Hospital  and  Ambulance  Services 

The  district  is  adequately  served  as  regards  hospital  accommoda¬ 
tion,  and  there  have  been  very  few  cases  of  difficulty  in  getting 
patients  admitted  when  necessary.  There  is  still,  however,  some  delay 
in  certain  departments  of  the  Hospitals  Out-Patients  Organisation,  in 
obtaining  appointments  for  consultations. 

The  ambulance  service  has  again  worked  very  well,  and,  on  the  whole, 
there  have  been  very  few  instances  which  called  for  any  dissatisfaction. 

Invariably,  urgent  cases  have  been  dealt  with  in  a  most  expeditious  and 

efficient  manner.

During  1952?  three  waste  water  closets  were  converted  to  fresh 
water  closets. 

Sanitary  Inspections 

During  1952?  the  number  of  premises  visited  for  the  purpose  of 
sanitary  inspections  was  90.  As  a  result  of  these  visits,  70  defects 
or  nuisances  were  discovered.  Of  these,  50  were  abated  through  the 
issuing  of  23  informal  notices.  No  statutory  notices  were  issued,  and 
no  legal  proceedings  were  needed. 

Bakehouses,  Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  periodically  inspected 
during  the  year,  and  have  been  found  to  be  in  a  reasonably  satisfactory 
condition. 

There  are  now  only  four  dairy  farms  in  the  district.  The  milk 
produced  from  these  farms  has  been  satisfactory  in  quality. 

Factories  and  workshops  have  been  periodically  inspected,  and 
their  condition  has  been  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

Food  shops  have  also  been  inspected  and  found  to  be  in  a  clean 
and  satisfactory  state.  There  are,  however,  too  many  instances  of 
food  being  exposed  for  sale,  without  any  protection  from  flies,  and 
of  food  being  picked  up  by  the  hand  of  the  seller  instead  of  by  using 
a  fork  or  other  implement.  Owners  of  shops,  and  employees,  have  been 
instructed  on  the  importance  of  cleanliness  in  the  handling  of  food¬ 
stuffs,  but  there  is  still  far  too  much  indifference  and  carelessness 
shown,  and  further  education  will  be  an  essential  if  outbreaks  of 
food-poisoning  are  to  be  avoided.

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Water  Supply 

The  water  supply  is  from  the  Irwell  Valley  Water  Board’s  mains, 
and  is  constant.  All  houses  are  directly  connected,  the  number  of 
houses  with  a  piped  supply  being  1,630.  No  samples  of  the  water  supply 
were  taken  during  the  year,  but  there  were  no  complaints  and  no  evidence 
of  any  illnesses  caused  by  impure  water,  so  that  it  may  be  assumed  that 
the  water  supplied  by  the  Board  was  quite  satisfactory,  both  from  a 
chemical  and  bacteriological  standard.  The  water  supply  comes  from 
reservoirs  into  which  upland  surface-water  flows.  All  waters  are 
chlorinated,  and  any  water  with  a  plumbo-solvent  action  is  lime  treated. 

There  were  no  extensions  to  the  water  mains  during  the  year. 

Sewage  and  Refuse  Disposal 

The  arrangements  for  the  disposal  of  sewage  were  quite  efficient 
during  the  year.  The  sewage  is  treated  by  screening, sedimentation  and 
filtration.  No  extensions  to  the  sewage  works  were  carried  out  in  1952, 
and  again  it  must  be  recorded  that  the  present  installation  is  working 
to  full  capacity,  and,  as  more  houses  are  built,  will  find  difficulty 
in  coping  with  the  increasing  volume  of  sewage.  Samples  of  the  effluent 
from  the  sewage  works  were  taken  and  tested  by  the  Inspectors  of  the 
Lancashire  Rivers  Board  from  time  to  time,  and  were  found  to  be  satis¬ 
factory.  There  are  still  seven  houses  in  the  district  without  sewerage 
systems,  owing  to  the  fact  that  sewers  cannot  be  laid  down  for  them. 

The  sewers  and  manholes  have  been  inspected  periodically.  Sewers 
have  been  flushed  and  manholes  cleaned,  and  steps  have  been  taken  to 
keep  rats  under  control. 

House  refuse  is  collected  by  the  Council’s  covered  motor  wagon. 
Collections  are  made  each  week  in  the  winter  months,  and  at  fortnightly 
intervals  during  the  summer  months.  There  are  only  two  privy  closets 
in  the  district  now,  and  these  are  emptied  each  fortnight.  Such  cess¬ 
pools  as  there  are,  are  kept  in  order  by  their  owners.  The  refuse  is 
disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping. 


Atmospheric  Pollution 

The  Council  are  members  of  the  Manchester  Regional  Smoke  Abatement 
Committee.  The  time-limit  for  the  emission  of  black  smoke  is  two 
minutes  per  half-hour.  There  are  fifteen  factory  and  works  chimneys  in 
the  district,  but  no  observations  were  made  on  these  during  the  year, 
as  it  did  not  appear  to  be  necessary.  Personal  contact  is  made  with 
managers  and  firemen,  with  a  view  to  minimising  the  emission  of  black 
smoke,  and  it  has  been  found  that  the  persons  concerned  have  co-operated 
well  in  the  effort  to  keep  down  atmospheric  pollution. 


Housing 

Sixteen  new  houses  and  four  flats  were  erected  during  1952  by  the 
local  authority,  and  four  new  houses  were  erected  by  other  bodies  or 


persons.

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Housing  Conditions 

The  general  standard  of  housing  in  the  district  is  reasonable 
when  compared  with  that  of  neighbouring  townships.  The  commonest  type 
of  house  is  the  four-roomed  cottage  containing  two  bedrooms.  Of  these, 
there  are  about  900  in  the  district,  but  there  aro  about  200  of  these 
which  are  in  a  far  from  satisfactory  state,  and  which  fall  well  below 
the  general  standard.  The  chief  defects  in  these  houses  are  dampness, 
low  ceilings,  old  age,  absence  of  bathrooms,  poor  water-pressure,  poor 
sanitary  conveniences,  absence  of  hot-water  systems,  and  bad  siting. 
They  are  mostly  built  in  rows,  facing  another  row  and  abutting  directly 
on  to  the  street.  They  have  no  garden  space  and  could  not  even  have  a 
communal  garden.  In  addition  they  have  little  or  no  chance  of  getting 
any  sunlight.  Most  of  them  are  much  more  than  100  years  old,  and 
most  of  them  have  had  very  little  spent  on  them  in  repairs  and  main¬ 
tenance.  A  large  proportion  of  them  are  really  only  fit  for  demolish¬ 
ing,  and  cannot  be  made  fit  without  unreasonable  expenditure. 

The  rate  of  building  of  new  houses  is  not  sufficiently  fast  to 
make  a  marked  impression  on  the  numbers  who  are  waiting  for  houses. 

It  is  estimated  that  some  500  new  houses  of  all  types  are  needed  in 
the  district  to  replace  the  old  sub-standard  houses  and  to  provide 
accommodation  for  those  who  are  really  in  need  of  houses.  Sixteen 
new  houses  and  four  flats  were  erected  by  the  Local  Authority  during 
1952,  but  there  are  no  houses  contemplated  for  1953*  The  Mytham  Road 
Estate  has  been  laid  out  for  35^  new  houses,  but  it  will  be  a  consider¬ 
able  time  before  this  number  is  reached,  and,  unfortunately,  there  are 
still  some  300  persons  on  the  waiting-list . 

The  outstanding  need  of  the  district  is  still  the  building  of 
three-  and  four-bedroomed  houses,  together  with  bungalows  or  flats 
for  the  elderly  people.  The  condition  of  many  of  the  gardens  attached 
to  Council  houses  proves  that  many  tenants  either  do  not  want  a  garden 
or  have  not  got  the  time  and  energy  for  gardening.  The  erection  of 
houses  in  small  rows,  with  a  communal  strip  of  lawn  in  front,  would 
appear  to  be  better  than  forcing  a  garden  on  to  a  tenant.  By  so 
building,  more  houses  to  the  acre  could  be  built  and  costs  per  house 
would  be  less.  In  addition,  tenants  who  are  not  garden-minded  would 
not  have  the  burden  of  an  unwanted  garden,  and  therefore  fewer  untidy 
gardens. 

No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  reported,  but  there  are  many 
instances  of  young  married  couples  living  with  their  in-laws,  and 
several  marriages  have  come  to  grief  as  a  result  of  this.  Every 
effort  should  be  made  to  provide  these  young  couples  with  homes  of 
their  own,  for  on  them  rest  the  foundations  of  the  future  nation,  and 
unless  they  have  their  own  homes  they  cannot  possibly  enjoy  the  family 
life  which  it  is  their  right  to  expect. 


Town  Planning 

The  Council  have  a  representative  on  the  Divisional  Planning 
Committee  set  up  under  the  Town  and  Country  Planning  Act,  1947* 
Close  co-ordination  between  the  Council  and  this  Committee  exists, 
and  the  Council  at  all  times  endeavours  to  collaborate  closely  with 
the  Committee  so  that  local  planning  shall  not  conflict  in  any  way 
with  County  planning. 


Disinfection 


Nine  houses  were  disinfected  during  the  year,  after  notification 
of  infectious  diseases.  The  method  used  is  Formaldehyde  Vapour  in  the 
sealed  room  of  the  house. 

In  addition,  one  house,  not  a  Council  house,  was  disinfested  by 
Zaldecide  D.D.T.  After  disinfestation,  regular  visits  and  inspections 
are  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  order  to  ensure,  as  far  as 
possible,  that  disinfested  houses  are  kept  clean  and  free  from  infes** 
tation. 
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Public  Health  Laboratory 

There  was  no  necessity  to  make  use  of  the  services  of  the  Labora¬ 
tory  during  the  year. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation 

As  in  previous  years,  immunisations  and  re-immunisations  have 
been  carried  out  throughout  the  year.  Once  again,  it  is  gratifying 
to  note  that  not  one  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  in  the  district 
during  1952,  and  that  the  last  reported  cases  of  this  disease  occurred 

in  1945 • 

During  1952,  the  number  of  children  under  the  age  of  five  years 
who  were  immunised  was  53,  and  in  addition,  a  further  14  children  were 
re-immunised. 


General  Observations 


The  general  health  of  the  district  during  1952  was  reasonably 
good.  The  number  of  births  was  less  than  in  1951,  hut  on  the  other 
hand,  the  number  of  deaths  showed  a  decrease  on  the  figure  for  1951* 

The  Birth-Rate  is  lower  than  that  for  England  and  Wales,  and  the  Death- 
Rate  is  higher  than  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  Maternal  Mortality 
rate  is  again  highly  satisfactory,  and  the  Infantile  Mortality  rate 
compares  favourably  with  that  for  England  and  Wales.  The  average  age 
at  death  is  higher  than  it  was  in  1951* 

There  was  an  epidemic  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  during  the 
year,  but  most  of  the  cases  were  mild  in  character,  and  there  were  no 
serious  complications  and  no  deaths  due  to  these  two  diseases. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  Cancer  was  6,  as  against  1®  in  1951, 
and  there  were  no  deaths  from  Respiratory  Tuberculosis. 

The  progress  made  in  the  building  of  new  houses  by  the  Council 
has  been  disappoint ing,  as  only  1 6  new  houses  and  4  flats  have  been 
erected.  The  waiting-list  cf  people  wanting  and  needing  new  houses 
does  not  appear  to  have  diminished  to  any  great  extent,  and  unless  the 
annual  rate  of  building  is  stepped  up  considerably,  the  people  at  the 
lower  end  of  the  waiting-list  can  have  very  little  hope  of  ever  getting 
a  new  house.  No  cases  of  overcrowding  have  been  reported,  but  there 
are  still  too  many  houses  with  two  families  living  in  them.  When  young 
married  couples  have  to  live  with  the  husband's  or  the  wife's  parents, 
they  are  handicapped  right  from  the  start,  and  they  are  denied  the 
opportunity  of  living  and  developing  that  family  life  on  which  the 
whole  basis  and  structure  of  a  nation  depend.  It  is  to  be  deplored 
that  the  number  of  old,  out-worn  and  out-of-date  houses  is  still  far 
too  large.  There  is  a  crying  need  for  modern  three-  and  four-bedroomed 
houses  to  replace  the  old  houses.  It  is  a  tribute  to  many  parents 
that,  in  spite  of  their  old  houses,  with  no  modern  amenities,  they  have 
been  able  to  rear  healthy  families.  One  can  only  hope  that  their 
courage  and  devotion  will  merit  due  reward  in  the  not-too-far-distant 
future. 

The  recreational  facilities  provided  by  the  Council  still  consist 
of  one  bowling-green  and  a  playing-field.  Both  have  been  well-used 
and  greatly  appreciated  by  the  adults  and  children,  but  the  youth  of  the 
district  are  still  waiting  and  hoping  for  tennis  courts,  and  cricket 
and  football  pitches.  Fortunately,  the  incidence  of  juvenile  delin¬ 
quency  in  the  district  is  not  very  marked,  but  it  is  highly  probable 
that  it  would  be  less  still  if  the  teenagers  had  facilities  provided 
for  playing  tennis,  cricket  and  other  out-door  games.

Gcnoral  Observations  (continued) 

The  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Clinic  provided  hy  the  County 
Council  has  once  again  been  a  great  help  to  the  district,  and  full 
use  has  been  made  of  its  services.  Again  one  has  to  record  the  dismal 
fact  that  the  premises  used  arc  the  same  dingy  improvisations  as 
served  in  the  first  year  that  the  Clinic  was  opened. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  gratifying  to  report  that  the  Council  as  a 
whole  have  toiled  really  hard  to  improve  the  amenities  of  the  district 
and  to  cater  for  the  material  and  cultural  needs  of  the  inhabitants. 
The  product  of  a  penny  rate  is  not  a  very  large  sum  of  money,  and  as 
a  result,  new  projects  cannot  be  lightly  embarked  upon,  but  despite 
this  handicap,  efforts  arc  constantly  being  made  to  bring  about  a  pro¬ 
gressive  improvement  in  all  aspects  of  the  communal  life  of  the 
district .
